‘RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE RAVALLI COUNTY

STREAMSIDE SETBACK COMMITTEE

WHEREAS, Title 76, Chapter 2, Part 2 of the Montana Code Annotated autherizes the Board of County
Commissioners to enact zoning regulations to protect the public health, safety, and welfare; and

WHEREAS, numerous citizens attending public meetings held on January 24, February 21, and March
13, 2007, supported a County-initiated, broad-based process to study streamside setbacks; and

WHEREAS, after posting legal notice, the Board of County Commissioners conducted a public ﬁearing
on the establishment of the Streamside Setback Committee on April 12, 2007,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ravalli County Board of Commissioners heréby

creates the Streamside Setback Committee (hereinafter referred to as the “SSC” or the “Committee™) with

the following provisions:

1. The SSC'shall consist of eighteen (18) members, and seventeen (17) of those shall be entitled
to vote on the Committee’s official matters.

2. The Ravalli County Floodplain Admmistrato: shall serve.as an ex-officio member.

3. The Board of County Commlss:ouers shall appomt ten (10) of the seventeen (17) voting
members as follows:

two (2) Professional Engineers or Professionial Land Surveyors
two (2) members of conservation organizations .
two (2) owners of property on streams or rivers

4. The following seven (7) bodies and organizations are invited to select one (1) representative
each from among their membership to serve as a voting member on the SSC and their -
selections shall be confirmed by the Board of County Commissioners:

5. All members shall serve for the entire duration of the SSC’s activities, except when a position
is vacated, either voluntarily or through action by the Board of County Commissioners, in
Which case a replacement shall be appointed apropos of the provisions above.

6. Votmg members shall serve without salary, but shall be entitled to 1e11nbulsemeuis for travel
and 011181 expenses incurred in the pursuit of SSC business.

BE IT ALSO RESOLVED THAT the Streamside Setback Committee shall pursue the goals outlined in
Exhibit A, and shall generally follow the guidelines and processes described therein, except where this
Resolution specifies otherwise. .

PROPOSAL FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A STREAMSIDE SETBACK COMMITTEE

February 12, 2007

This document outlines Plainning staff's proposal to establish a temporary Strea|115|de Setback
Committee (SSC) that would pursue the following goals:

1. Examine the various methods of regulating development near stream corridors,
including those local efforts already underway, as well as other alternatives, with
particular attention to those methods based on peer-rewewed science and local
conditions,

2. Createa proposed streamside setback zoning regulation that would be presented to
the Flanning Board (PB) and Board of County Commissioners (BCC) for
consideration,

3. Conduct a thoroughly transparent and participatory process, frequently soliciting
citizen input and incorperating the public’s feedl:rack as an integral part of the
ploposal

CREATION AND COMPOSIT.ION OF THE COMMITTEE

By resolution, the BCC will create a Streamside Setback Committee consisting of thitteen (13)
voting members, and will appoint six (6) of those members based on the following composition:

* Three (3) experts in the areas of hydrology, ecology, fisl1/vﬁld|ife
biology, geology, or related fields

One (1) Professional Engineer or Professional Land Surveyor
" Two (2) members of the public at large |

The following bodies and 0|gan|zatlons will be invited to elect one ('I) representative each from
ameong their membership to serve on the SSC;

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The Ravalli County Floodplain Administrator will serve as an ex-officie {i.e., non-voting) member of .
the SSC,

It is anticipated that the SSC will-conduct informal working sessions, as well as more formal
meetings. All meetings will be open to the public. The SSC will develop ground rules to govern
their meetings and describe how the public will be involved during different types of meetings.
VWhen more formal policy, regulatory, or other such decisions are made, the SSC will decide by a
simple majority. vote of the members in attendance at any given meeting (seven [7] voting
members will constitute a quorum). In some instances, SSC members in disagreement with the
majority of Committee members on a key decision may submit a minoerity report for consideration
hy the PB and BCC.

The tenure of the SSC shall be temporary. Upon completion of the tasks listed herein, the SSC will
dissolve unless the BCC specifically renews its tenure through resolution.
